WM a man profoundly Influenced by tbe 
principle# of humanity, because of 
wblcb that greatest of all ware wae 
fought. He believed In the brother 
bood of all meo, In abeolute equality be 
fore tbe law, In unlvereal freedom. In 
relatione ot eympatby and affecllon be¬ 
tween all men. Converted to tbe re¬ 
ligion ot Jeeue Cbrlet while serving in 
the army, be joined the First Freeby- 
terlan Church of Bloomfield, of which 
through all hie life he wae a consistent 
member. He always felt for blecom- 
radee in aims the strongest personal in¬ 
terest. and was for many years hlsloilan 
ot the Thirteenth Ueglmeot. Sew Jersey 
Volunteer#, of which for three year# of 
active conflict he hsd been regimental 
clerk. Of mild and gentle manners, re¬ 
spectful of tbe right# and the wishes u! 
others, tble veteian of the war was al¬ 
ways at heart a eoldler, ready and 
anxious to take up arms for any cause 
that seemed to him good. His power, 
however, was destined to be manifested, 
not by the sword, but by the pen ; and 
fca will always be remembered as a 
literary knlgbt errant, whose words were 
winged arrows. 

Mr. Hulln was born January 26, lb39, 
near fcaugor. Me.. In a village where bis 
father, the Eev. George H. Hulln, was 
then settled as a pastor. Boon after his 
birth the family moved to Syracuse, 

V. Y.~ where the father became eetdb- 
H^a^r as .editor of a religious paper 
known as the Recorder, and served also 
as pastor ot the Presbyterian Church In 
Onondaga Valley. The mother of Mr. 
Hullo was Emmeline Morris, only 
daughter ot Btepben Morris, a miller and 
land owner In the Morris Neighborhood 
in Bloomfield. Toe father, whoa* gifts 
as a writer of seimons and religious 
articles were of a high order, was not 
sueoessful In business affilrs, and with 
health Impaired moved to Bloomfield, 
where he occupied himself chi* fly as an 
oeeaelonal pulpit supply aod religious 
writer. Shortly after this time bis son, 
who had scarcely completed an elemen¬ 
tary education, became connected with 
tbe New York EtangeliAt. In the print¬ 
ing department of that paper he sc 
qulred, as have so many other excellent 
writers of English, that facility and 
■kill Id English, for which he was al¬ 
ways noted. The parents of Btepben 
Morris Halts had a large family ot chil¬ 
dren. of whom three brothers aod three 
iliXd survive him. Two brothers live 
la Pennsylvania and one In New York, 
while the slaters are living In Bloom- 
told, of whom ooe Is tbe wife of Mr. J. 
Mahloo Walker, tbe other two beli.g 
unmarried. Miss Grace M. Hullo was 
for many years a successful aod highly 
valued teacher In lbs eoboole. For so 
large a family tbs Rev. George Hullo 
oould not provide the most extensive 
education, but this son was a natural 
student, who, without teachers, became 
well acquainted with the best authors 
In history aod literature and acquired a 
reading knowledge of several languages 
Almost Immediately after the eloee of 
the civil war. the date bel-g November 
J9, 1865, Mr. Hullo married Lwlnta 
Lum at Hanover. N. J. Miss Lum wae 
the daughter of Amos Lum, an old resi¬ 
dent ot Newaik A few yesrs later the 
young ocuple built a bouse at what la 
now tbe corner of Benson and Essex 
■ tee r. This house stauds upon the 
land ot the Morris family and was tbe 
first to be built lu that vicinity. To the 
Halloa weie horn two children, both 
living Mr. Bentley Bqoter Hulln, a 
f ina l n ew muw «♦ Mew Turk city, aod 
MIssGraoe Lum Hultn, whoee home Is 
with her mother. 

During the past severe winter Mr. 
Hullo suffered much In health. Tbe 
deaths of so srmy 00mrads end ot 
several near relatlvae aaddensd him. 
He died alter a abort, but very painful 
lilneee, doe to etomeeb derangement 
aod eertoualy Impaired digestion. Hie 
funeral took place at hta home June 20.

hope in the coming of the kingdom of 
God upon earth; ble devotion to what 
be coneldeied the Uuth ; bit love of the 
beautiful and of tbe good; ble uoworld- 
lineee. Rev. Geeorge L. Curtle, the 
preeent paetor of the cburoh, oOered a 
heartfelt and touohlng prayer. 

Btepben Morrle Hultn will he remem¬ 
bered to Bloomfield for many years to 
oome as the editor of the Record tor six¬ 
teen years and publisher of tha Citixxs 
for several yeare at an earlier period. 
He published recently •’The Church on 
the Green” aud -’Bloomfield Real and 
Ideal,” two small books of much local 
Interest. Like the woik of most ed¬ 
itors, the writing of Mr. Hulln was 
epbsmeral, aervl g Its dsy, but soon 
forgotten. What cannot be forgotten 
was ths presence here of a man who 
lived much In the uneeen 4 world, In 
dreams of human betterment. He was 
a mao scarcely touched by tbe money- 
getting spirit of the lines, enthusiastic 
for progress toward his Idsals, greatly 
fearing that the drift of things In 
America le away from the faith aod 
practice of tbe fathers. He was de‘ 
voted to bis family and home, an ex¬ 
quisite letter writer, s constant reader, 
gleanlog rapidly with the practleed 
skill of ths editorial eye. and with 
those who cared to know and appreciate 
him, s fluent and vlgoro a conversa¬ 
tionalist. He occupied no small 
amouot of his leisure In wMtlog and 
printing leaflets upon questions of the 
dsy. These he sent to various papers 
and to his friends, hoping thereby to 
keep before s tew the principles ot mor¬ 
ality that were slwaya foremost in his 
thought—political and social.

It la claimed, of course, that 
tbe pledged securities pay taxes lo some 
other form, but the prsoUoal effect Is 
that they escape, lu ooe wsy-or another. 
The whole subject Is greatly oomplloat- 
sd, and Justice seems Impossible with¬ 
out s radloal revision of ths system —

The shoemaker no longer makes our 
shoes. Machinery does It. Steadily, 
since the discovery of steam and elec¬ 
tricity, machinery has Increasingly 
displaced hand labor. Aod whereas 
the hand worker generally owned 
own tools, and tbe maeter usually 
worked at tbe trade with ble appren- 
lloee, now two more or less sharply 
defined daeeee heve silsen, tbe ownere 
of tbe tools—eapltallsts, and the uaers 
of the toole—the workers. 

Tbe capitalist class, since they have 
become fuily conscious of their class 
Interests, strenuously endeavor to make 
tbs working claaa believe that tbe 
Interests of both are Identical. They 
say that the harder and longer tbe 
laborers toll the more they will Increaee 
tbe produot of the country, sod thus 
their there, wages, will be locreseed 
Of recent yeare thloklng men amongst 
the workers have discovered that tbe 
Interests of capitalist and worker are 
not identical. That It would be more 
to tbe Interest of the workers to be 
their own Capitalists, to own their own 
tools in common. 

•• Then there would be no need of 
paylog profits to a taw meo who become 
Immensely rich without setoally pro¬ 
ducing soy thing. Let ths railroad, the 
telegraph, mines sod factories be owned 
by tbe whole people, end opereted at 
ooet. Under tbs present system ot 
of produotloo one half of the goods 
produced go to tbe workers, and ooe 
half to tbs capitalists.
